Outworn Beliefs 
|About Unions 


(Excerpts from a speech by Lt. 
Col. G.. R. Creel, Office Chief of 
Staff, Public Information Service, 
U.S. Army.) 


Today we are faced with the 
pre-eminent fact that if civiliza- 
tion is to survive, we must culti- 
vate the science of human rela- 
tions, the ability of all peoples, of 
all kinds, to live together and work 
together, in the same world, at 
peace. - 


There is always a lag, commonly 
referred to as:a cultural lag. Peo- 
ple change their behavior to ac- 
commodate a new device or inven- 
tion. If it is a useful device, people 
change their day-to-day behavior 
to accommodate this new device. 
This. may happen fairly soon, a 
matter of 10 or 15 years. Then 
considerably later on people 
change their system of beliefs to 
allow for the inyention.

I would 
not lead you into the promised 
land if I could, because if I could 
lead: you: in, someone else: could 
lead you out.” 

That is.-what is meant when a 
talk of participation is sounded. 
If a.member does not know. what 
he is doing and why he is doing it, 
he has learned nothing. The person 
who will follow blindly in good 
cause can be led to follow blindly 
in a-bad cause. 

The strength of a union does-not 
depend. as much on the ability of 
its officials as the union education 
of its membership. Participation 
means taking a part in making de- 
cisions and carrying them out once

QUESTION: “What is the per 
capita rate of all taxes in the Unit- 
ed States— that is, how much per 
person—and is the tax trend high- 
er Or lower?”

It 
means rather that only highly 
trained and skillful teachers 
can handle politics in a way 
calculated to stimulate intelli- 
gence and waken discriminat- 
ing power among pupils.” 


At another time Beard af- 
firmed that “the right to dis- 
sent from the views and the 
measures of government is 
essential to the operation of 
the American system.” 

The functions of education, 
according to Beard, are (1) to 
create rich and many-sided 
personalities, (2) strength- 
en democratic institutions by 
making clear their workings 
and point out defects general- 
ly agreed upon, (3) provide 
more effective leadership, (4) 
illuminate every possible cor- 


ner of the political scene, and : 


(5) promote habits of critical 
fairness among the electorate. 

Beard knew that the aver- 
age citizen, if he lives outside 
a rural. community, 
himself caught by an endless 


competition in irresponsible ‘ 
and ostentatious display,|§ 
largely on account of the ten- |

mum wage for interstate work from 40 cents to 75 cents an 


hour, 


This law establishing the minimum wage of 40 cents an 
hour was pushed through by President Roosevelt several 


years ago. 

It was mainly designed to help 
the ‘poor, hungry common labor- 
ers of the south who were entirely 
unorganized. 

At that time we found them 
working in mills, whole families, at 
10 cents or 12 cents an hour. 

How they lived it is impossible 
to understand. 
could not live now on the wages 
paid at that time. 

President Roosevelt and the 
labor movement were endeavor- 
ing to make the minimum 50 cents 
an hour but the reactionaries from 
the south and their staunch allies 
who protect big business in the 
north cut it down to 40 cents. 

We have had the bill raising the 
minimum to 75 cents before the 
lawmakers in Washington for 
months and months but we have 
~ peen unable to get any action on it. 

Again the treachery and the in- 
fluence of the labor-hating corpor- 
ations and the power of their lob- 
bies have been able to stifle this 
very necessary legislation. 

The cost of living has doubled 
since we put through the minimum 
of 40 cents per hour ‘for those 
engaged in any kind of interstate 
commerce outside of farming and 
domestic help. We may not get 
any action on the 75-cent legisla- 
tion until after the election. 

It is known that many robberies

and other crimes are committed as 
a result of hunger and poverty. A 
man with a family getting only 
40 cents an hour for 40 hours a 
week becomes desperate. 

One large department store in 
Indianapolis employs a man for 
general labor at 40 cents an hour. 
He works 40 hours a week for 
$16. This man has seven children 
and how he feeds them is impos- 
sible to understand. 

If this department store, which 
is only a sample of other depart- 
ment stores, was not making any 
money there might be some excuse. 

Its financial report, however, re- 
veals that profits last yetr were 
the highest in the history of the 
company. 

In fact ‘the profits last year sur- 
passed all expectations.

This is the season when the safety experts tally up our rec- 
ords for the year past and groan. And the chief culprit seems 
té be the place where we're supposed to be the safest—home, 


“sweet home. 


It's nothing to brood about, of course, but it would be a 


good idea some housebound 
domicile with an inquiring eye. 

We do this at intervals in 
a clutter hunt—you know, real- 
ly look at that bookcase and 
spy the never-used, dust-col- 
lecting candy dish that has 
been sitting there, actually un- 
seen for months. Or we note, 
as if for the first time, the ac- 
cumulated paper-backed mys- 
teries that ought to be tossed 
out or passed on. 

Well, the other day we did 
the same thing in a hunt for 
danger spots and we'll draw 
an asbestos curtain over our 
embarrassment. We won't tell 
you what we found in our 
house, but here are just a few 
_of the items you might want 
to check in your own. 


BATHROOM, KITCHEN 
ELECTRICAL HAZARDS 

First, start with the bath- 
room. Be sure the towel racks 
near the tub are firmly secured 
(people sometimes grab onto 
them getting out of the tub 
even though they shouldn't 
and have bad falls when the 
racks give way). If you can, 
don’t have porcelain faucets 
in shower and tub—they give 
easily with upsetting effect, 
too. 


If you haven't a wall switch, 
be sure to have a wooden pull 
(even a discarded spool will 
do) at the end of your pull 
chain to avoid getting a shock 
if you touch it when wet. Keep 
lye and other dangerous sub- 
stances off the floor if you 
have an old-fashioned tub— 
don’t try to cache poisonous 
substances underneath. A child 
or a pet might fool you and 
find them.

Simple Rules 
Can Prevent 
Those Colds 


Cold warfare—that’s us fighting 
the common cold this winter. Some 
think we can’t avoid colds. We can, 
though, and what makes the effort 
worth while is that influenza and 
pneumonia usually get their start 
in a body whose resistance is¢al- 
ready lowered. 

Thus, while no one dies of a 
cold, it often leads the way for 
some other nose, throat or lung in- 
fection which can really do you in. 

How does a person go about 
preventing these colds and their 
complications? The rules are sim- 
ple, so simple that we forget them 
every now and then. They are: 

Plenty of sleep each night, in 
a well-aired room. 

Moderate eating of a balanced 
diet, at regular hours. 

Outdoor exercise. 

Warm clothes and dry feet. 

Moderate indoor heat and ample 
humidity. 

Individual towels and utensils. 

Nothing very special, you see, 
yet how easy it is to take a 
chance on one or more of the 
items from day to day, during the 
more dangerous months now ly- 
ing ahead of ‘us. If you mean 
business, you have to bear down, 
and take no chances at all. 

What we are up against is that 
the germs of all three ailments, 
common cold, influenza and pneu- 
monia, seem to be in the air at 
all times. We even breathe them 
in, but when our resistance is up 
where it belongs (normal temper- 
ature, good appetite, plenty of 
zip) they can’t ordinarily make a 

dent in our defences.

scription bottles regularly and 
keep dangerous bottles at the 
top, well out of the reach of 
children. It’s a good idea also 
to put adhesive tape about the 
top or stick a pin in the cork 
or seal it with nail polish so 
that you yourself won't make 
a mistake sometime. We even 
tape our boric acid—once we 
got it mixed up with, bicarb. 
It’s a good idea always to pour 
medicine away from the label 
side so that spills won't ob- 
scure it, too. 

In the kitchen, be sure you 
have potholders convenient to 
the stove so that you won't be 
tempted to pinch-hit with a 
dish towel or wet dish cloth. 
Keep pot handles turned away 
from the reach of toddlers and 
always store sharp knives and 
tools in a hanging rack or case. 

Be sure matches are still out 
of the reach of your growing 
offspring and if you have a 
bad habit of letting your tea 
kettle or double boiler burn 
out, drop a few marbles in the 
bottom. The dancing little 
spheres will signal you when 
to refill. A gate across the 
kitchen door is always a good 
idea if there is a toddler who 
gets underfoot when cooking 
or baking is at its peak.

Benzene, or béhzol as it is some- 
times called; is a chemical widely 
used in industry. It is a coloriess, 
non-corrosive liquid with a charac- 
teristic but not unpleasant odor. 
It also can be a health hazard. 

The U.S. Publie Health Service 
says that benzene often is confused 
With benzine, which is merely a 
highly refined gasoline.- Both are 
éxtremely flammable, but benzene 
is. also a poison which can affect 
the nerve tissues and bone mar- 
row where new blood cells are 
formed. 

Benzene is widely used in the 
chemical, oil extraction, dye, paint, 
varnish, rubber cement, linoleum, 
artificial leather and plastics in- 
dustries, and also is used in motor 
fuel blending and in the manufac- 
ture of rapid photogravure inks. 
‘Benzene poisoning is of two 
types, acute and chronic. Acute 
poisoning is very dangerous and 
results from short exposure to the 
breathing of high concentration of 
benzene vapor. 

Sometimes workers are forced to 
breathe these fumes because of 
equipment failure or _ spilling. 

Sometimes workmen become 
acutely poisoned by entering tanks 
containing benzene Vapor, or ware-; 
houses in which containers are; 
leaking, without wearing proper 
protective masks to prevent the 
vapor frum entering the lungs. 

The first symptoms of acute ben- ' 
zene poisoning are tightening of! 
the leg muscles, dizziness, and a 
feeling of pressure on the lower 
central part’ of the forehead. 

Persons working around benzene | 
should be alert to these symptoms} 
and if they occur should get into 
the fresh air at once. One char- 
acteristic of acute benzene poison- 
ing is that the person becomes | 
hysterical—he laughs, shouts, sings: 
or curses. And invariably he also 
This is 
the “benzol jag” stage. 

When these symptoms occur the 
person shoujd be moved to fresh | 
air even though he objects. How-| 
ever, be careful never to strike 
a person in this condition. His 
heart is under tremendous strain 
and rough handling could be fatal. 

Chronic benzene poisoning re- 
sults from repeated exposure to 
the chemical over periods of weeks 
or months, It attacks the blood 
vessels and bone marrow, .and oft- 
en causes anemia. It can be de- 
tected by blood tests.

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The search for the cause of the 
common cold which has been car- 
ried on by scientists for many 


years was brought a little closer to 


its goal recently by studies at the 
National Institute of Health. 

Dr. Norman Topping and his 
staff were able to isolate a virus 
from patients with colds and to 
keep this virus alive by growing it 
_in the embryos of chicks. When 
material from the chick embryos 
is injected into human volunteers, 
the volunteers develop colds. 


It has been known for many 
years that the common cold is 
probably due to.a virus. The great 
advance made by the scientists at 
the National Institute of Health is 
the development of a method of 
keeping the virus alive. 


Viruses are much smaller than 
bacteria. They are so small that 
they cannot be seen even with the 
- most powerful ordinary micro- 
Scopes, through which bacteria can 
be seen easily. With the newly- 
developed electron microscope vi- 
ruses may now be seen and 
studied. 


In 1930 Dr. Dochez and his as- 
sociates passed the secretjons from 
the noses of patients with colds 
through special filters. 
ters have such tiny pores that even 
the smallest known bacteria can- 
not get through. Yet, when the 


fluid that did get through the fil- | 


ters was introduced into the noses 
of human volunteers, these volun- 
teers developed: colds. 

The only living things that get 
through such filters are viruses. 


Dr. Dochez showed that the virus | 
produced colds in chimpanzees also. 


During the recent war, Dr. Aber- 
nethy and his staff of the Commis- 
sion on Acut2 Respiratory Diseases 
were also able to produce colds in 
human volunteers by a method like 
that of Dr. Dochez. Neither Dr. 


Dochez nor Dr. Abernethy, how- | 


ever, was able to keep the virus 
alive for further study. This is 
now possible through the work of 
Dr. Topping and his staff at the 
National Institute of Health. 
Human volunteers have to be 
used in such studies because labo- 
ratory animals are not susceptible 
to colds. This is one reason why 
progress in our knowledge of com- 


mon colds has been so slow. The | 


only animal known to develop 
colds is the chimpanzee. But chim- 
panzees are very hard to get, they 
cost several hundred dollars each, 
and they are hard'to take care of. 


“Gas Savers” Do More 


Harm Than Good 


The various gadgets sold as “gas 
savers” which are designed to fit 
over the gas burners of your range 
and are supposed to make the bur- 
ner more efficient, dG more harm 
than good, the U. S. Burea of 
Standards advises. 

Placing a solid cover on a range 
not designed for it interferes with 
the admission of air around the 
flame and with the escape of the 
products of combustion through 
the open grates, the Bureau of 
Standards says. 

Another attachment that should 
be “strictly avoided” is a so-called 
filter that is alleged to purify the 
gases escaping into the room from 
an oven or space heater and in- 
stalled on the vent of the appliance. 

The Bureau of Standards says: 
“the householder should never 
allow steel wool or other metallic 
shavings, perforated plates or por- 
ous material of any kind to be 
introduced into vent or flue pas-

On this continent we boast of our | 
three ‘thousaad miles of undefenda- 
ed. frontier.

some cases there seems to be no 
barriers at all. One of the. serious 
characteristics of-public life is the 


persistent attempt/to discredit un- | 


popular causes by attaching inac- 
curate labels. In certain’ quarters | 


any kind of social reform, however | | 


mijd, has become suspect. Every- 
one, of course, is entitled to his 
own opinion, but he ought to at- 
tach the views of others for what 
they actually are. The term com- 
munist has become a utility term 
of abuse, aiid anyone who ques- 
tions the sanctity of the status quo 
is immediately branded as a “red.” | 
This tendency has reached disturb- 
ing proporticns. 

Communism, in spite of the evi- 
dent belief to the contrary ,involves 
a definite philosophy of life and a! 
very exact program of action. 
Communists desire change, but by 
no means €veryone who desires 
change is a communist. This is an 
elementary fact which is over- 
looked. The whole situation, in 
fact, has: apparently arisen because 
we -have taught people to speak ! 
without also teaching them to 
think. We have made everyone a 
potential afterdinner speaker, but 
we have not insisted on the disci- 
We all sin in 
this respect; ministers are often 
flagrant offenders; but it’ must also 
be added that a great many of our 
people are in no position to offer 
criticism. The ill-formed. and in- 
exact attempts to fix a stigma to 
unpopular causes are by-products | 
of an educational system which | 
makes peop!e vocal without mak- | 
ing them concerned for truth. 


The unfortunate feature of “red | 
baiting” is that its results are 
wholly bad. Fair criticism may 
alter a man’s opinion, but ignorant 
and undiscriminating abuse may 
easily drive him to extremes. There : 
is no truer way of. befriending 


communism than branding all re- | 


formers as reds. Only the most! 
violent reactionaries deny the need | 
of some kind of change, and a so- | 
ciety freed of all criticism would | 
be in a. most dangerous position. 
On this continent we still profess 
belief in fr2edom of thought, but 


/a certain very vocal element is at- 
| tempting to impose a practical cen- } 


sorship before time and experience 
have had a chance to speak. 


We do not subscribe to the theory | 


that a full stomach will make a 


| good’ Democrat out of a Commu- 


nist in France or Italy. In our 


| opinion we should pitch our foreign 


policies on a higher plane. We 
should contribute as best we can 
to the rehabilitation of smaller na- 


tions and the stabilization of their | 


economies’ because it is the right 


| thing to do, without the motivation 


of a crude to convert or proselyte 
the adherents of: one ideology to 
our own. If we succeed in improv- 
ing economic conditions through- 
out the world: we will create a po- 
tential: market for our own prod- 
ucts which will serve as a cushion 
in the event of some future defla- | 


tion of our own»economy. 


This does not mean that -we 
should continue to ship Russia 
tooling machines,- oil and other 
products: that may be converted 
into engines of war. We should 
have profited by our experience 
with the war. lords of Japan. But 
it does mean ‘that we’ should ap- 


proach ‘the Russian problem with- 


an open ‘mind, int a spirit.of tol- 
erance,; just as.we might approach | 
the training of a » recalcitrant’ 
youngster. For the Soviet Union:is 
still very young, compared with 
our own system of government, 
and it is now passing throughsa 
period of evolution that might»be 
compared to the “growing” pains” 
of adolescent. youth but may yet 
grow up to a better understanding 
and, appreciation of the motives 


and actions of other nations, )as

Union Dues--- 
~ An Investment — 


Has your employer been one of 
those who have been declaring that 
you pay dues only to give union 
executives fat salaries? What 
would he say to a charge that | 
your shop or factory exists to 
pay the head or president a fat 
salary? Jt would be just as rea- 
sonable. 


Don’t let talk like this keep you 
from looking after your own in- 
terests. Every one of us must have 
incomes to pay our bills—and no 
person looking for an easy income 
would choose the job of union ex- 
ecutive. - 


Your union dues pay for service. 
The union can do for you what you 
cannot do for yourself. You can do 
some things as an individual; but 
some things you can only do by 
joining with others who are also 
interested in getting action. It is 
impractical for the whole work 
force to go to the office to talk 
over the work contract with the 
boss, and so you select your best 
informed and, ablest spokesman to 
go for you. But can your ablest 
fellow worker afford to stand up 
for your rights if the employer can 
fire him for it? This is why the 
unién must pay a salary to its bus- 
iness executive. 

But to run your union your ex- 
ecutive needs more than his sal- 
ary. He must have money in or- 
der to get the information .and the 
assistance he needs to negotiate 
agreements covering your job. He 
must be able to prove that the 
company can pay higher wages or 
grant vacations with pay, or to 


show why and how to observe} 
He | 


health and safety standards. 
must be able to help you get com- 


some=- | pensation for accidents or unem- 
ployment. He must be able to pro- | 


tect your inetrests wherever any 
changes are made in your indus- 
try. He must help all union mem- 
bers to get jobs. He must work for 
laws to protect workers and work 
against laws that would interfere 
with your progress. He must rep- 
resent you in civic and social ac- 
tivities in your community in 
order to get for you, your wife 
and your children the best possible 
opportunities for good and satis- 
factory living. 

Your dues are an investment in 
the benefits of a union—steadily 
rising wages as conditions war- 
rant, greater leisure through the 
shorter work-week and vacations 
with pay, committees to repre- 
sent you in dealing with griev- 
ances and problems of the job, 
greater security and better em- 
ployment relationships. 


The Political 
Broom 


Many people shy away from pro- 
gressive political activity with the 
remark: “I don’t want to get 
mixed up in a lot of dirty politics.” 


The answer is: “Use a broom 
and clean it up.” 

Politics are dirty because too 
many people with that feeling do 
nothing about the situation. Would 
one live in a dirty room rather 
than clean it up? He must know 
that if he leaves a room untouched 
dust will accumulate. That is what 
happerts in politics. 

The “dirt” in politics is produced 
by the political machine. This ma- 
chine has a stake in preventing 
the people from voicing their 
democratic opinions at the polls. 
The machine prefers to railroad 
its candidates and policies through 
with its active minority. 

Politics is not inherently dirty. 
Proof of this are the cases where 
good government has been 
achieved when the common people 
became sufficiently aroused to do 
something about their home-grown 
messes. An example of this is the 
corruption which existed in New 
York City politics until the people 
united on a reform ticket to elect 
Fiorello LaGuardia as mayor. Ma- 
chines have been on the decline 
where the people have vigorously 
grasped the political broom. In ad- 
dition to Tammany’s defeat, Pen- 
dergast has sagged in Missouri, 
Hague has declined in New Jersey.

GOOD HOUSEKEEPING

Good housekeeping is one of the 
most effective weapons against 
moths. But like all weapons, it 
must be pointed in the right dir- 
ection.
